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St. James Lutheran Church was organized June 2, 1918 by Field Missionary 
Stump with 24 members. The meetings were held in a sécond floor hall down town. 
Soon the present Aine corner property was acquired and the house remodeled into 
combination parsonage and chapel seating 125. This was dedicated in November of 

e same year.” Rev. W. P. Gerberding of Pittsburgh was called to be the first pastor, 
and he assumed charge May 1, 1919,.68 members being on the roll. The first year 
there were 110 accessions and the Sunday School had already outgrown the small 
chapel and overfiowed through the parsonage. At the congregational meeting in 
1920, just one year after the pastor’s arrival the people voted to build as soon as 
$25,000 was pledged. The campaign was undertaken ce and successfully com- 
pleted during the Summer. Plans were slow in maturing but were ready and con- 
tracts let by May 1 the following year. The following\ April 2, 1922 the present build- 
ing was dedicated. This was not as easy as it sounds as the business depression of 
1921 seriously handicapped the people’s ability to pay) But the work has gone for- 
ward slowly but surely. In spite of many people moving away from the city the 
Church numbers 800 members and the Sunday School 250.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Thirty-sixth Annual Convention of the English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the N orthwest 


Fathers and Brethren: 


“Grace be unto you, and peace, toons God the Eather, and the tore 
Jesus Christ.” 


The annual ihibvetion of our iaeetiall forces presents an inter- 
esting geographical study. Coming from towns and cities scattered 
throughout four states and Manitoba these forces come to realize how 
extensive is the territory covered by the Synod of the Northwest. To- 
day we gather in the extreme northeastern corner of our allotted ter- 
ritory. Only on one previous occasion has Synod invaded Northeast- 
ern Wisconsin and that was in 1916 when Synod met in St. John’s, 
Oshkosh. Oshkosh was the first point to be occupied in what is known 
as the Fox River Valley in 1907. Then followed Neenah in 1912, 
Appleton 1915, Marinette 1918 and Fond du’ Lac 1924. Other cities in 
this prosperous valley and corner of the state deserve our early atten- 
tion. Wisconsin now has 22 cities as listed above 10,000. Appleton | 
21,140, Beloit/ 24,771, Fond du Lac 26,049, Janesville 20,735, La 
Crosse 30, 421, Manitowac 22,131, Milwaukee 525,000, Racine 67,707, 
Stevens Point '12,889, Watertown 10,500, Waukesha 14,720, West Allis 
18,366, Ashland 11,344, Eau Claire 22,375, Green Bay 34,290, Kenosha 
50,891, Madison 46,385, Marinette 13,610, Oshkosh 33,217, Sheboygan 
33,525, Superior 39,671 and Wausau 20,101. Nine of these growing 
cities do not have a U. L. C. church. Milwaukee and Racine are the 
only cities in the state with more than one U. L. C. congregation. 
There are sixteen cities in Wisconsin with a population between 5,000 
and 10,000. Only two of these have been entered. We have successful 
congregations in communities considerably smaller than 5,000 popu- 
lation. 


An annual report of this kind deals largely with facts’and figures. 
But facts and figures significant as they are are not the foundation 
stones upon which we build. We have chosen the divine and omni- 
potent Christ as our Master. Our loyalties belong to Him alone. We 
are His messengers, His ambassadors, His workmen. We build for 
Him and Him alone. The controversies of the present age must not 
divert us from our high calling. The spirit of the times must not dis- 


courage us. In no age was it so necessary to preach the exalted | 


Christ. It is equally true that in no age have men been more respon- — 
sive to the preaching of the Gospel. We thank God today for our her- 
itage, for a year of innumerable blessings as a Synod, for a rich har- 
vest of souls, for many evidences of internal growth and progress, 
for an increasing host of friends for our Seminary, for every mani- 
festation of divine,\mercy and goodness. Having received so bounti- 
fully may we pledge ourselves anew to the old potadattons as they are 
in Christ Jesus, the Eternal Son of God. . 
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The State of the Churches | | 

The past year has again been one of very marked progress. A 
detailed study of the field and a careful summary of reports indicates 
a rapid rate of growth far above the average in the church as a whole. 
Church attendance is not on the decline. More men are to be found in 
the audiences, pastors are generally alert and active. Too large a 
proportion of resignations indicates some restlessness and an unusual 
number of prolonged vacancies has not been good for the Synod. 
Nevertheless total accessions have been greater than ever. A heavy 


building program continues which materially affects the benevolent 
gifts of some of the congregations. Diversion of funds once so com- 
mon is not entirely wiped out but pastors and church councils are 


gradually coming to see that such a practice is not only dishonest but 


criminal. Stealing the Lord’s money cannot bring blessing to a con- 


gregation and the practice should be discontinued everywhere. 

A summary of the State of the Church blanks reveals the fetye: 
ing facts and information. 

Sixty-one congregations report an increasing attendance, Aitoes 
a stationary attendance and only one a slightly decreasing turnout for 
morning services. The Lutheran this year reported seventeen congre- 
gations with accessions exceeding 150. Five of these are on the terri- 


tory of the Synod of the Northwest. Luther Memorial, Madison, stood — 


second with 342; Faith, St. Paul 252 and the highest in number of 
baptisms; Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, 225; St. Mark’s, Fargo, 188; 
Holy Communion, Racine, 161. Twelve congregations report over 
100 accessions for the year, four more than a year ago. Twenty con- 
gregations reported over 50 accessions for the year. This is nine more 
than a year ago. 


Twenty-four congregations hold regular Sunday evening services. 
St. Mark’s, Fargo; Redeemer, Minneapolis; Holy Trinity, Minneapolis 
and the Racine churches are the only congregations which report good 
or fairly good attendances. Dr. Wickey continues to crowd his church 
for evening services. Two congregations hold late afternoon vespers. 
Eleven congregations devote Sunday evening to young people’s work. 
A number hold services only during the season of Lent. 


Midweek services have never been popular in our congregations 
excepting during the season of Lent. Three congregations continue to 
meet regularly throughout the year for Bible study and prayer. The 
attendance is not large. 

Fifty congregations keep a record of attendance of all services. 
This figure remains the same this year. The Home Missions Board 
requires all missions to keep attendance figures. We believe that 


every pastor and wide awake church council should keep this im- 


portant data. 
The church year including the chief festivals and the Lenten sea- 


son is universally observed in our Synod. Mother’s Day and Chil- | 


dren’s Day are also quite generally observed. 
It is difficult to say just how extensively family worship is ob- 
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served. Most of the pastors do not seem to know. Many are sure that 
it is not extensive. A number are making special effort to establish 
the family altar and report improvement. We are certain that some 
pastors do not consider table prayers family worship. | 
This report at the last three conventions showed that nine congre- 
gations had not yet introduced a two year’s course of catechetical in- 
struction. The number has increased to eleven. One pastor thinks he 
will change back to a one year’s course. We do not believe that there 
should be a weakening on this important resolution of Synod. The 
_ children are the hope of the future. They must be well prepared. The 
pastor who is concerned will spend much time with the children and 
his young people. 
The number of Communion seasons varies. In rural parishes they 
are less frequent. In very large congregations it becomes advisable to 
- increase the number. One congregation reports eight communion sea- 
sons; two report seven; nineteen report six; sixteen report five; thirty 
report four; three report three and two report two. 

- Forty congregations report 62 Adult Bible Classes over against 
forty-nine congregations and 68 classes a year ago. This would indi- 
cate a falling off. There should be an improvement. The figures in- 
dicate that at least one half of the Sunday Schools in the Synod do not 
have classes for young people beyond the confirmation age. Or are 
we thinking of grown-ups when we think of Adult Bible Classes. 

Pastors who encourage the young people in the confirmation classes to 
continue in Sunday School and Bible study are getting results. — 

Twenty one Sunday Schools observe Missionary Sunday once a 
month. This custom if properly observed wains lay workers. It is 
worth while. 

Forty-seven. Sunday Schools report the use of Baby Suniex 
envelope, an increase of six. | 

A study of the reports and figures on young people’s estiaiies in- 
dicates, we believe, no dimunition of interest and the healthful tendency 
to conform more and more to the acknowledged and well defined organ- 
izations of the church. The work of the Luther League has been 
greatly strengthened due to official leadership. The young People of 
the Central conference have been exceptionally active. They have 
not only raised their quota for Andhra College but nearly $1,000 for 
the support of a traveling missionary for Northern Minnesota. There 
are 49 Senior Luther Leagues, an increase of three; 20 intermediate | 
and Junior Luther Leagues, an increase of sixteen. There are 12 
Young Women’s Missionary Societies, 15 Light Brigades, 13 Boy Scout 
Troops, 2 Lutheran Student Clubs and 41 additional organizations, 
making a total of 160 young people’s organizations. Thirteen congre- 
gations mostly in new work and rural parishes have no organizatior 
of any kind for young people. Forty-nine pastors consider the young 
people’s work in their congregations as successful or fairly so, seven 

Thirty-seven congregations report Sicotherhodda, an increase of 
four. Two years ago 29 were reported. Interest varies, yet 28 of the 
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pastors reporting brotherhoods consider them worth while. Most of 


the brotherhoods prefer affiliation with the U. L. C. movement. Four- 


teen have made no affiliation with any group. carga are two success- 


ful local Federations on our territory. | 
There are only a few congregations in Synod that do not conduct 
an annual Every Member Canvass and do not use the Duplex envelope 


system for the ingathering of funds. Monthly remittance of benev- 


olence money to the Treasurer of Synod is almost universally observed. 


An increasing number of congregations have heeded the instructions of 


the United Lutheran Church and Synod by electing Benevolence 
Treasurers during the year. This rule should become universal. Con- 


gregations are still tempted to divert funds. 


There are 40 parsonages in Synod. A number of the pastors 
assist in paying the interest in lieu of rent. 

Most of the pastors of Synod have supplied their own automobiles. 
About fifteen congregations pay for the gas and upkeep. Twelve con- 
gregations have supplied this much needed convenience. Six congre- 
gations report that the matter has been seriously considered. 


Thirty two congregations pay for the parsonage telephone and 
thirty seven take care of office supplies. This is a. marked Amprove- 


ment. Once more we urge upon the lay delegates present that they 


call the attention of Church Councils to the recommendation of Synod 
that congregations and not the pastor pay for the parsonage telephone 
and other necessary office supplies. 


The salaries paid to the pastors and general workers of Synod 


range from $428 without parsonage to $4,000 and parsonage. One 
pastor receives $428 annually; one $1,100 and parsonage; five $1,500 


and parsonage; two 1,660 and parsonage; one $1,725; three $1,700 and 


parsonage; eleven $1,800 and parsonage; seven $1,800; two $1,900; 
one $2,000; five $2,000 and parsonage; one $2,100 and parsonage; one 
$2,160 and parsonage; three $2,200 and parsonage; one $2,220; one 
$2,220 and parsonage; five $2,400; four $2,500; one $2,600; one $2,700; 
two $2,700 and parsonage; one $2,800 and parsonage; eight $3,000; 
four $3,000 and parsonage; one $3,300; one $3,300 and parsonage; 
one $3,500 and parsonage; two $3,600 and parsonage and one $4,000 

and parsonage. Only five pastors report that their salaries are not 


paid promptly.

It was a gigantic task for Secretary 
Steckel and his people to undertake but the community needs just this _ 
type of church and the influx of new members since dedication has 
been large. The President of Synod preached the dedicatory sermon.

A week of services 
with varied program followed. The church is located in a growing 
suburb of Minneapolis and has a membership of about 200 communi- 
cants.

3. St. Andrew’s, East Shore Park, Lincolntown, Minn.. The dedi- 
cation of St. Andrew’s took place Sunday afternoon, January 10, 1926, 
the President of Synod preaching the sermon.

The congregation is growing rapidly and is enthusiastic. Field Mis- 
sionary Stecker has proven himself a rea] leader and church builder. 
The President of Synod dedicated the building and preached the ser- 
mojyr. Prof. P. H. Roth of Northwestern Seminary was the afternoon 


-. gpeaker and Rev. Wm. C. Drahn, of St. John’s, Oshkosh, largely re- 
sponsible for the starting of the work, occupied the pulpit in the eve- 


ning. Pastors Schreckenberg, Sommer and Beck brought greetings. — 
Dr. John F. Seibert, General Secretary of the Board of Home Mis- 
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sions and Church Extension, spoke at a later service. The property 
represented an investment of $27,000. The lots cost $12,000, The 
location is on the south side and on the main street. 


5. Organ Dedication, St. John’s, Oshkosh, Wisconsin. St. John’s 


has greatly improved its chancel including the installation of a fifty- 
one register Moeller organ. The instrument was dedicated by the 
President of Synod on Sunday, March 7, 1926, who also preached the 
dedicatory sermon. An Organ recital in the afternoon with Mr. Leroy 
W. Fieting at the console gave an opportunity for neighboring pastors 
to convey greetings. The day also happened to be the fourth anni- 
versary of Rev. Drahn’s pastorate.

6. Rededication, Epiphany, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The wonder- 
ful growth and development of Epiphany compelled the congregation 


to take steps to greatly enlarge the original church building. For~ 


many years the Sunday School has been overcrowded. Adjoining 
property to the east was acquired in 1924 costing $12,000. This en- 
abled the congregation to add a much needed Parish House with every 
modern equipment and to lengthen the main auditorium of the church. 
Numerous other improvements were installed involving an expenditure 
of $75,000. The finished result including a chancel of marvelous 


beauty and dignity makes the reconstructed Epiphany one of the most 


stately and most attractive in the United Lutheran Church. 


The President of Synod, Epiphany’s first pastor, preached. the 
dedicatory sermon. A week of services. followed with Rev. A. J. Sol- 
dan, D. D., W. C. Drahn, John Fedders, C: A. Naumann, L. W. Steckel, 
Prof. Paul H. Roth and Mr. J. K. Jensen, the principal speakers. The 
local pastors assisted and conveyed greetings. The celebration closed 
with a monster banquet which overtaxed the enlarged equipment. 
Eleven hundred worshippers can now be accommodated at a service.

4, Epiphany, Minneapolis, Minnesota. The little cottage chapel 
of Epiphany mission, the smallest house of worship in the Twin Cities, 
was formally dedicated on Sunday afternoon, September 27, 1926. 
About 150 visitors from local congregations attended the services 


which were largely held out-doors because of the smallness of the

Case of Rev. W. W. Kennerly, D. D. 


Under date of January 15, 1926, serious charges were onutidedl 
against the Rev. W. W. Kennerly, D.D., a member of this body and 
formerly pastor of the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
sin. I immediately notified Dr. Kennerly. On January 29, 1926, the 
signatories of the charges in conference with the President of Synod 
decided not to press the charges for the time being and to postpone the 
examination and investigation until a later date. On May 24, 1926, I 
again notified Dr. Kennerly that the charges pending against him 
would be pressed, the time, place and procedure for the hearing hav- 
ing been determined upon in accordance with the provisions laid down 
in the synodical constitution for the settlement of such cases. 


1926 World Service Program 


The National Lutheran Council continues to do its great seal of 
reconstructive work for world wide Lutheranism. For nearly seven | 
years that agency has functioned, “bearing love in a tangible form to 
fellow-Lutherans in France, in Germany, in Poland, in the Baltic 
Republics, in Hungary, Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Jugo-Slavia, Rou- 
mania, Bulgaria, and in Russia.” Orphaned mission fields have also 
shared liberally in these gifts of serving love. The situation is chang- 
ing rapidly and for the better. A careful survey shows that $100,000 
will be needed during the year 1926. The bulk of this is needed to 
assist orphaned foreign mission’ fields which cannot yet receive full 
support from their “parent” societies or boards because of the 
poverty of the Lutheran groups in Europe. Much work of recon- 
struction remains to be done in Russia and*the Three Lutheran Re- 
publics about the Baltic Sea, Latvia, Esthonia and Finland. Strug- 
gling Lutheran minorities in other portions of Europe also need fur- 
ther assistance if the Lutheran church is to survive. The amount 
allotted the Synod of the Northwest is $1,275.65. The matter was 
referred to the Finance Committee of Synod. They will present a 
plan to take care of this request which we trust will receive the full 
approval of Synod.

Our pastors and congregations will 
profit greatly if they will take the invitation of the Women’s Mission- 
ary Society seriously and make this Young Women’s Year by or- 
ganizing a Young Women’s Missionary Society. This movement has | 
the full approval of the Church. | 


Campaign Rudowment Fund for the Board of Ministerial Pensions 
and Relief 


The campaign for at least $3,000,000 endowment for the Board of 
Ministerial Pensions and Relief will be inaugurated on Reformation 
Day, 1927. This will be the first campaign for funds for a special 
object put on by the United Lutheran Church. The object is most 
worthy and in line with the movement in every strong body in the 
Christian Church. Reference has been made to this contemplated | 
campaign in previous reports but little has been done to inform the 
church of its importance and magnitude. We must be prepared for it. 


li have asked the Committee on Co-operation with the Board of Min- 


isterial Relief to give this matter careful consideration and the neces- 


sary attention. 
Works of Serving Love 


_ Fundamental to the ultimate success in our snhsedathinal life is 
the question of works of serving love. The past eight years have wit- 
nessed a remarkable development in the benevolent spirit of many of 
our congregations. This interest is not confined to the large and old 
established congregations as the extremely interesting and illumi- 
nating series of charts prepared by members of the Seven Year Pro- 
gram Committee clearly reveals. Neither is it confined to congrega- — 
tions which have no pressing local needs and problems. Some of our | 
congregations which have the very hardest local problems to confront 
them have not permitted the flow of gifts into the Lord’s Treasury to 


_ be diverted or diminished. There is something radically wrong in our 


whole system of life when are not sub- 
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mitting monthly remittances to the treasurer of Synod for the Lord’s 
work at home and abroad; when congregations pledged to a common 
. task do not share that obligation as the Lord has prospered them and 
when congregations are more than willing that others should bear the 
burden for them. The church’s financial program to carry on its varied 
activities is not a heavy program. We are thankful for increasing 
gifts and increasing interest for in this way the church proves its 
faith and its love to Christ, the Great Head of the Church. We must 
not be satisfied until this Benevolent and beneficent spirit prevades 
all our congregations and the entire apportionment of the United 
Lutheran Church in addition to our synodical needs is fully met.

Ministerial Education 


There are other ways in which we can and must serve the Lord. 
Fundamental to the expanding program of our rapidly growing Synod 
is the question of ministerial education. We need men, more men for 
the Gospel Ministry. Several of our congregations have passed a 
standing resolution that they stand in readiness at any time to 
educate one of their own young men for this great calling. One of 
our congregations has agreed to appropriate $900. annually for this 
purpose, enough to educate three young men at the same time. This 
is a wholesome incentive. Not having a student of their own they 
have adopted one. Others have done the same. May we not suggest 
that each congregation which is not supporting one of its own boys 
for the ministry make arrangements to adopt one. 
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Mortgages on Established Churches 


There is another way, we believe, old established congregations can 
erve the church most effectively. The idea is not new. In fact it has 
been put into operation in different parts of the Lutheran Church. 
One of our Church Councils recently considered the matter with favor. 
An increasing number of church properties representing a large in- 
vestment of money are without debt resting upon them. This is latent 
capital producing no returns for the church. Why should not such 
congregations be willing, even anxious to assist in the establishment 
of new work in good fields by permitting mission congregation to raise 
loans secured by first mortgages on the property of fostering congre- 
gations? This would immediately release large sums of money with- 
out any risk whatsoever. We raise the issue. We trust our older con- 
gregations will give the matter some thought. 


Conservation 


Dr Carroll’s annual statistical report places the net growth of the 
United Lutheran Church for 1925 at 22,000. Our own net growth for 
the synodical year just closed was 1,947. Our losses in the last twelve 
years totaled 17,300 and 13,000 of these are under the rubrics “other- 
wise,” which usually means dropped from the rolls. If the Lutheran 
Church is to regain third place among the Protestant forces in Amer- 
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ica more attention must be paid to the conservation. We have not 
taken this phase of church work seriously. This weakness should be 


considered in every congregation and an earnest effort put forth next 
fall on the occasion of the Every-Member visitation to restore many to 


the church rolls.“ This is a layman’s task and it is entirely possible 
that a committee of laymen could handle this situation in each con- 


gregation. 


The program of dstetandibe and immediate needs in Synod an- 
nounced two years ago needs no revision. They are as follows: 

1. Continuance of an aggressive policy of Home Missionary en- 
deavor to occupy all needy flelds especially in strategic points and 
growing centers of population over 7,500. 

2. Completion of the Seminary Equipment and Endowment Fund 
at the earliest possible date. Thirty-eight congregations have been 
canvassed up to the present time. - The doors of all eongregauens 


should be opened to the Field Secretary. 


8. A determined effort to raise our full budget of benevolences | 


for all synodical and U. L. C. purposes. 


Great emphasis upon every phase of Christian ‘ieduention: 
More men for the Gospel Ministry. | 
Conservation of our forces. 
Better co-ordination of the activities of Synod. 
Increased lay activity. 
Continued loyalty to the program, practices and doctrines of 
the Church. 

Numerous communications received from various sources and 
Boards of the Church have reached me during the year. I have re- 
ferred these to the chairmen of the standing committees of Synod for r 
information and report.

These are the figures for the year. To most people they are not 
very interesting. And yet they are not without interest. They repre- 
sent in many cases a real sacrifice and, no doubt, like Cornelius’ alms, 
are come up for a memorial before God. And who can recount the re- 
sults of our giving? These dollars of ours are gone out into all the 
world to minister to our Lord Jesus through those of his brethren we 
have been privileged to serve. 

With your kind permission I would like to bring to your pd ld 


a few matters that deserve your consideration. The first is the ques- 


tion of assisting young men who are preparing for the ministry. For 
years Synod has set aside an amount for this purpose, and, so far as I 
know, aid has been extended to all who have asked for it. The cost of 
going through our colleges has been increased very materially in late 
years and the sums which are available are no longer adequate. It is 
my earnest opinion that such financial assistance as these young men ~ 
need should be given directly by our congregations. Our larger con- 
gregations would do well to shoulder the responsibility of caring for 
an individual student throughout his college and Seminary courses 
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by including the necessary sum in their Current Expense Budgets. 
Our smaller congregations might include in their budget half of the 
support of a student. In addition to providing the necessary funds 
this plan has the additional virtue of bringing each congregation in’ 
close touch with some student, which is of great value to the congre- 
gation and its Sunday-school. 

The second has to do with the financing of church property. One 


of the most serious difficulties confronting a new mission is how to se- 


cure a building lot. This problem comes early in the life of a mission, 


sometimes even before it is organized. Its membership is small, its 


income meagre and its credit almost nil. Later on comes the building 
of a church which still further perplexes a young congregation. Very 
often old established congregations have serious difficulty in financing 
their building operations. They often need credit at a time when they 
have no credit, or not sufficient credit. Under the stress of such cir- 
cumstances financial arrangements are made that are very costly. Ex- 
horbitant prices are paid for money, sometimes to men who pose as 
benefactors of the church. 

Hundreds of our members have money to invest. Financial statis- 


tics show that not a dollar has ever been lost on first mortgages on — 


Lutheran churches in the United States. There is no safer investment 
anywhere. It would seem that some plan might be devised whereby 
the investments of our people could be diverted to our congregations 


for use in building churches. I would respectfully suggest the ap- — 


pointment of a committee to study this question and report at the next 
convention of Synod. 

There is no uniformity of action in the transmission of special 
benevolences. Some congregations send every dollar through the 
synodical treasury. Others send their specials direct. All the bene- 
volences of a congregation should be shown in the treasurer’s report 
to Synod. This cannot be done unless all moneys are sent to him. I 
would urge that all moneys for special objects of whatever kind be 
transmitted by way of the synodical treasury. ;

de OF SYNODICAL BOARD OF HOME MISSIONS AND: 


CHURCH EXTENSION 


The past synodical year was one of unabated interest wad growth 
in the development of the home missionary activities on the territory 
of the Synod of the Northwest. It is becoming more and more appar- 
ent that our special field of endeavor is to be found in the larger towns 
and cities and particularly in the rapidly growing districts of all 
large centers of population. The drift from the countryside to the 
cities is still a million each year according to Roger Babson’s statistics 
which has a very significant meaning for the Lutheran Church in 


the great Northwest. The Northwest was very largely settled by im-’ 


migrants from the Lutheran countries of Europe. The strength of 
the Lutheran Church in the Northwest is still to be found in its rural 
constituency. This means that the thousands upon thousands finding 
their way to the cities annually, mostly young folks eager to work 
their way up to greater success, are people out of Lutheran homes 
- and members of Lutheran churches. The common task of all Lutheran 
bodies in the Northwest is to follow these people into the cities and to 
establish strong mission congregations in all unoccupied territory. | 
| . Everywhere in our cities today there is a great hue and cry for 

the consolidation of congregations in the effort to erect great struc- 


tures and to make a great impression. The emphasis seems to be on 


brick and stone rather than on souls. Dr. Knubel has recently said 
in public that he believed that the day of cathedrals has passed by. 


The long history of the church in Europe with the consequent loss of 


souls seems to justify this statement. The real need in our cities is 
rather for small congregations than for large ones. A congregation 
just large enough to be well cared for by a pastor, a teacher and a 
deaconess seems to be the ideal. In any event the stress must always 
be on souls and on the ingathering of the unchurched. Viewed from 
the. spiritual angle alone the smaller congregations seem to have the 


advantage. Our immediate task is still a missionary task and the 


continued persuance of a forward looking and aggressive home mis- 
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sion policy. In building up strong congregations we must not erect 
the great objective of the church. 

We have always regarded the territory covered by this Synod as 
the most fruitful in the United Lutheran Church. Many reasons have 
been advanced in the past to impress this fact upon the church. The 
most striking recent demonstration of the wonderful fruitfulness of 
this field and an additional reason why the church should lend every 
possible assistance for the further development is the publication in 
“The Lutheran” of May 6, 1926 of congregations having the largest 
number of accessions during the past year. A list of “The Highest 
Twenty in Order” is published. Seven of the twenty or more than 
one-third are from the Synod of the Northwest. That announcement 
should be startlingly significant and encouraging to us. It must not 
puff us up with pride but surely God wants us to read the real mean- 
ing of these mounting figures and then to steel our- hearts with re- 
newed faith and to apply ourselves to the task. Opportunity and 
respensibility always go hand in hand. 

The synodical board held the required number of meetings during 
the year and faithfully transacted such business as was presented to 
them. The missionary staff consists of an acting Superintendent, 
three Field Missionaries and thirty Missionary pastors. An increas- 
ing number of students from Northwestern Seminary have assisted in 


the work. Six new missions and three preaching points have been 
_ opened up during the year. 


The work at New Salem, N. D.; has been 
discontinued. St. Mark’s, Grand Forks, N. D., and Holy Trinity, 
Superior, Wis., have become self-supporting. The general board has 
been prompt and generous in meeting all of requests. The faithful- 
ness and self-sacrificing spirit of the missionaries is worthy of special 
commendation. Forty-one mission fields and six preaching points are 


under the supervision of the synodical board. 


THE MISSIONS 
MONTANA | 

REDEEMER, Livingston, organized 1906. Vacant. Missionary 
Koehler left this important field March lst to take charge of the 
new work at Great Falls. During the year the interest bearing in- 
debtedness was practically wiped out. The mission is equipped with 
one of the finest church properties in Montana with an exceptionally 
fine interior and is in need of a strong man at the earliest possible 
date. The work in Yellowstone National Park at Mammoth Hot 
Springs and Gardiner are served from this point. 

ST. JAMES, Columbus, organized 1920. Vacant. This congrega- 
tion has voted to unite with Redeemer, Livingston, to form a single 
parish. The mission still uses the Episcopalean Chapel for its ser- 
vice. During the Park season and summer months Seminary students 
have taken charge of this work with good results. At least two young 
men in the mission have the Gospel ministry in view. 


FIRST, Billings, organized 1920. Rev. J. Richard Olson, supply 
pastor. The work at this point has experienced many trials and tri- 
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bulations. It was completely demoralized after the leaving of the last 
pastor. All interest seemed to be gone and many advocated abandon- 


ment. Dr. E. H. Dornblazer served the field for several manths as ~ 


an emergency man with instructions from the general board to thor- 
oughly investigate and report. The work again assumed a hopeful as- 


pect. Missionary Olson took charge January 15th. There has been a 


most remarkable come back. Accessions since Palm Sunday total 57. 


The mission now boasts of the best choir in the city. The attendance 


far exceeds the membership. The interior has been redecorated and 
the chancel beautified with all bills paid. The floating indebtedness 
has been greatly reduced. The work has again won the conplete con- 
fidence of the congregation and community. . 


CENTRAL, Helena, organized 1890. Vacant. Helena is the capi- 
tol-city of Montana and therefore strategic. The city, however, is 
not growing in population but declining. This factor alone makes 
church work difficult for all. Central Lutheran came to us a year ago 
from the Norwegian Lutheran Church. The attendance has been good 
but the membership has not grown. Fire partially destroyed the floor 


and chancel last winter but this has been repaired. During the inter- — 


val the congregation worshipped in the Methodist Church South. The 
church is poorly located and it is doubtful if it can ever flourish in 
its present location. Rev. Geo. S. A. Eyrich has served the congrega- 
tion since its reception into Synod but has resigned. Student Sorensen 
will take charge of the work this summer. Ft. Sheridan, a large Army 
Hospital, is a preaching point. The Norwegian Lutheran Church has 
been making a $300 appropriation for this work. 


ST. JOHN’S, Great Falls, organized Nevember 15, 1925, with 35 
Charter members. Rev. Geo. C. Koehler, pastor. This new mission 
point has grown so rapidly that it is likely to be the strongest Lutheran 
congregation in Montana. Palm Sunday saw the addition of 52 new 
members bringing the total up to 98. An additional 30 were added on 


Pentecost Sunday. We have seldom seen such interest and enthusiasm > 


in a mission. Missionary Koehler assumed charge March Ist. On 
May 10th the congregation secured option on two well located lots 
costing $4,300 and plans to pay for them within 90 days. A very fine 
class of people are behind the movement. St. John’s asks to be re- 
ceived at this convention. | 


NORTH DAKOTA 


TRINITY, Williston, organized 1914, Rev. H. N. Stoffel, pastor. 
Trinity mission has enjoyed the best year in its history. Many of the 
old obstacles have been removed. Improvements have been made and 
old debts paid aggregating $1,200. Attendance has increased 70 per 
cont over a year ago and the offerings 40 per cent. Accessions totaled 
35 adults and 23 children for the year. The Easter Commypnion was 
the largest in the history) of the congregation. This summer the 
church lawns will be put in order. An effort will also be made this 
year to put the congregation on a much firmer financial foundation. 
Missionary Stoffel assumed charge August 15, 1925. 
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ST. JOHN’S, Killdeer and ST. LUKE’S, Manning, Rev. John W. 
Ziegler, pastor. Congregations organized in 1917 and 1920. St. John’s 
installed a bell donated by the Ladies Aid and paid off $337 on 
its Church Extension loan. Seven new members were added. The 
work at St. Luke’s remains stationary. The parish reduced the Board’s 
appropriation $50 and increased the pastor's ‘salary by a 


amount. 


TRINITY, Glenburn, Geganieed 1915, Rev. Wm. H. Gable, pastor. 
For the past three years the board has made a smal! appropriation 
to this field. Missionary Gable serves a very extensive parish and is 
doing a good work in a rather difficult field. At Eckman he has 
gathered a congregation of 35 during the past year. The additions at 
Lansford were seven and at Glenburn ten. During the summer 
months regular services are also held at Grilley. — 


CANADA 


FIRST, Winnipeg, organized 1905, Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D. 3 
Pastor. First church remains our only Canadian point. Progress in 
this field has been very slow but there are evidences that the congre- 
gation is gradually overcoming all obstacles. $500 was paid on princi- 
pal of debt and the interest rate on the balance reduced from 8 % to 
7%. <A five year program of debt reduction including repairs on 
building has been adopted. For the first time in its history the congre- 
gation accepted a reduction in the Board’s appropriation. Eight new 
members were added during the year. sos 


MINNESOTA 


FAITH, Winona, organized 1917, Rev. Webster H. Clement, pas- 
tor. The past few years have marked a steady growth in Faith 


Church. The only debt remaining is a Church Extension loan of $500 


which will be paid off during the coming year. Accessions were seven- 
teen. Basement improvements were made and some painting done. 
There is a strong feeling, however, that the mission is poorly located. 
A movement is on foot to secure a splendid down town property 
which is available at a very reasonable figure. If this plan can be 
carried through the future of Faith Church is secure. Rev. Clement 
has won the confidence of the ——, and has turned aside several 
calls to other fields of labor. 


GRACE, Alden and FAITH, Walters, Rev. Walfred Stromberg, 
pastor. Congregations organized 1917 and 1919. Good reports come 
from both ends of this parish. At Alden the Sunday School has 


doubled. In spite of an over churched condition there work has 


grown rapidly. About 40 new members have been received including 
the Pentecost additions. Debt reduced on Chapel $250.00. Larger 
quarters will be needed. A similar growth has taken place at Walters 
where there is no resident pastor. The erection of a parsonage is 


- contemplated. Debt on church building reduced $300. A Young 
' People’s Societys and Choir have been organized. Board reduction for 


parish was $200 and pastor’s salary was raised $200. 
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ST. ANDREW’’S, Lincolntown and ST. MARK’S, North St. Paul, 
Rev. Arma G. Riggle, pastor. St. Marks was organized in 1890 and 
St. Andrew’s in 1922. Extensive improvements have been made at 
both points. St. Andrew’s dedicated its new church costing $12,000 on 
January 10, 1926. The membership is increasing rapidly since the 
congregation moved into the new quarters. The Sunday School has 


doubled in the last year, The congregation raised $2,668 for all pur- 


poses. St. Mark’s spent $7,000 on repairs and improvements. The debt 
of $4,000 has been cut $500 since January 1st. Both points are looking 
forward to a division of the parish. Continued growth will make this 
necessary. Missionary Riggle has done splendid work. 


ST. JOHN’S, Lakeville and ST. LUKE’S, Farmington, Rev. 
A. P. Lee, pastor. Congregations organized 1914 and 1915. The work 
in this field is moving ahead steadily but it has not been without its 
handicaps. St. John’s suffered the loss of a number of good families 
due to the closing of a large flour mill. Most of St. Luke’s families 
suffered through a local bank failure. This congregation is still nego- 
tiating for the chapel in which they worship. Accessions for the year 
were twenty at Lakeville and six at Farmington. 


| ST. LUKE’S, Oxboro, Student A. E. Peterson in charge. Organ- 
ized 1928. This suburban work is developing satisfactorily. The dis- 
trict is beginning to grow on all sides. This will mean growth for the 
mission which still worships in a rented storeroom. The attendance 
and interest is good. Some day St. Luke’s will be a strong congrega- 
tion, 


RESURRECTION, Morris Deak organized 1928, Student Paul 


Feustel in charge. A steady growth and developement marks the work 
in this important field adjacent to the new Ford plant. The develop- 
ment will be greatly enhanced when the Mississippi now is bridged at 
this point. The membership has increased to 97 with 180 enrolled in 
the Sunday School. The indebtedness was reduced $700. Another 
point at 26th Ave. S. and 57th has been opened up by the student mis- 
sionary with regular preaching services and 65 children in the Sunday 
School. The new congregation which is only partly organized calls 
itself Hope Mission. Thus a mission starts a mission and holds an 
important field for the United Lutheran Church. 


ASCENSION, St. Paul, organized 1923, Rev. Paul Wetzler, pas- 
tor. The growth of this important mission has been rapid and sub- 
stantial, 104 members having been added to the membership roll dur- 
ing the year. Numerous minor improvements have been made about 
the building. The organizations have supplied the pastor with useful 
office helps. A campaign for $5,000 debt reduction will be waged in 
the fall. The congregation will aim to increase the membership to 250 
and the Sunday School enrollment to the same figure by 1927. Ascen- 
sion is already handicapped for space and larger equipment. The mis- 
sion occupies one of the best fields in the best district of St. Paul. The 
missionary makes liberal use of mimeograph and mimeoscope and 
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other devices to advertise and to further the interests of the congre- 


one yet withal it flourishes and grows. 
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gation. 


PENTECOST, Minneapolis, seeiialiid 1921. Student Dwight L. 
Miley had charge of this work during the year. There is a Sunday 
School with an average of 80 in attendance. A recent survey of the 
district revealed much unchurched Lutheran material. Present condi- 
tions in the mission, however, are not satisfactory due to inadequate 
equipment. Several unsuccessful efforts have been made to build. 
The mission cannot succeed until the problem of permanency and build- 
ing is solved. 


ST. JOHN’S, Stacy, organized 1904, Rev. Alfred Ramsey, D. D., 
pastor. Dr. Ramsey has closed a six years’ pastorate in this rural 
field. Declining health compelled him to take this step. During this 
time 60 new members were added to the congregation. The present 
membership after removing all dead timber is about 90 communicants. 


EPIPHANY, Minneapolis, is new work and was organized by 
Field Missionary Gerberding on August 20, 1925, with 18 charter 
members. Initial services were held July 12th in the little cottage 
chapel which has been overcrowded with Sunday School children and 
worshippers almost from the beginning. The field is an exceptionally 
good one and predominantly Lutheran. Supply LeRoy Nielsen took 
charge November Ist and has been unusually successful. Due to over- 
crowded conditions a branch Sunday School has been opened south of 
Minnehaha Creek with good response. The membership now is 54 and | 
150 children are enrolled in the two Sunday Schools. Within a few 
weeks ground will be broken for a bun,zalow chapel large enough to 
accommodate 250 with smal! cost to the Board. The congregation 
owns three corner lots costing $4,886.00. A recent campaign to raise 
$900 to pay off the balance on one of the lots netted $1,200. 


MT. CARMEL, Minneapolis, organized on Palm Sunday with 40 
charter members promises to be one of the most hopeful fields that 
Field Missionary Gerberding has entered. Intense enthusiasm pre- 
vails. Seldom has a mission been pushed from pillar to post like this 
The Field Missionary calls it 
“a thriller.” Lots have been secured on St. Anthony’s Boulevard cost- 
ing $2,500 which are regarded as the finest in the district. The first 
unit of the the proposed church building will be erected this summer. 


A Sunday School has been opened in the Columbia Heights district 
in charge. of Seminary students under the supervision of Professor 
Dressler. This work in all probability will not be permanent but it 
serves as a splendid training point fer the seminarians until Mt. 


Carmel chapel is occupied. 


The Luther Leagues of the Central Conference have been lidtive 


in raising nearly $1,000 to date to support a traveling missionary for 
Northern Minnesota. Field Missionary Gerberding’s et ll in that 


portion of the state prompted this movement. 
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WISCONSIN» 


TRINITY, New London, organized 1919. This mission has exper- 
ienced a decidedly hectic career. Internal difficulties have handicapped 
the work. Business depression continues. Families have been moving 


away. Rev. D. L. Roth, D. D., has been serving the mission since Jan- 


-uary and reports an improved condition. The parsonage has been re- 
finished at an expense of $270 and the indebtedness slightly reduced. 
Eight members were received by confirmation. Student Schneider of 
Northwestern Seminary has been called to the work and will assume 
charge June Ist. | 


REDEEMER, Hartford, organized 1920, Rev. Benno Kupfer, 
pastor. Redeemer suffered a rather long vacancy. Rev. Kupfer as- 


sumed charge November 15, 1925. The work is again moving forward. 


Nine adults have been added to the membership. Debt reduced $300 
with plans to cut a similar amount in the near future. The mission 
accepted a reduction of $50 in its appropriation from the Board. 


ATONEMENT, Beloit, organized 1905, Rev. C. C. Roth, pastor. 
The healthy growth and development in Atonement continues. Mis- 
sionary Roth is building the foundations for an energetic, self-sustain- 
ing congregation. Attendance is much better than last year in both 
church and Sunday School. Forty-three new members have been re- 
ceived since January Ist. A class of thirteen catechumens was con- 
firmed on Pentecost and more adults received. All organizations are 


thriving and active. The congregation assumed an additional $400 of 


the pastor’s salary. 
ST. LUKE’S, Waukesha, organized 1921, Rev. Chas. E. Fritz, 
pastor. St. Luke’s is in a happy frame of mind. Ground was broken 


for the church building to cost $35,500 without organ on May 13th. 
Reclaimed paving brick will be used in its construction at a large sav- 


ing to the congregation. Complete plans have been drawn but the pre- — 


sent operations do not include the contemplated parish house which is 
to be built in three years. Present property is appraised at $16,000. 
The first mortgage of $4,000 was paid off — the year. Accessions 
for the year 28. 


: WASHINGTON PARK, Milwaukee, coal 1921, Rev. David H. 

Bucks, pastor. Reports from this mission indicate steady progress. 
The auditorium was enlarged and decorated at a cost of $455. An 
altar picture “The Good Shepherd” costing $135 was procured. “The 
Mentor,” a parish paper made its appearance. Accessions for the year 
totaled 67. The Board’s appropriation was cut $300. A $20,000 bond 
issue at a lower rate of interest has been floated to refinance the con- 
gregation’s loans. The congregation contributed $762 to benevolences. 
The Sunday School $326.14 a total of $1,088.14. This Sunday School 
record is equalled by only one other congregation in Synod. Washing- 
ton Park mission is located in one of the best sections of Milwaukee 
and has great opportunities for futher development. 


ST. MATTHEW’S, Wauwatosa, organized 1920, Rev. Wm. Nieb- 
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ling, pastor. Wauwatosa’s population has increased from 5,000 in 
1921 to 13,000 in 1926. St. Matthew’s accessions for the year totaled 
42. The present assessed value of the property is $45,000. The con- 
gregation reduces its interest bearing indebtedness $1,000 annually. 
The congregaiton raised the pastor’s salary $100. St. Matthew’s has | 
always had a splendid benevolence record with a total of over $1,300. 
for this year. Weekly pledges show seventy-four and two-thirds per 
cent for current expenses and twenty-five and one-third per cent for 
benevolences. The pastor’s aim is to reach and surpass the 300 mark | 
in membership during the coming year. 


ST. JOHN’S Phillips, organized 1922, Rev. Joseph Stump, Jr., 
pastor. This has not been an easy field to develop but the wisdom of 


standing by has been clearly demonstrated in this instance. The mis- 


sionary has won the complete confidence of the congregation and the 
community. During the Lenten season special Wednesday evening 
services were held in a local theatre with an average attendance of 
350. Accessions for the year were 37 with an additional 12 confirmed 
May 9th as a result of the theatre services. 


TRINITY, West Bend, organized 1922, Rev. Willis Beck, pastor. 
The missionary took charge the beginning of the new year after the 
field had been vacant about six months. A fine spirit of cooperation 
and splendid leadership within the congregation enabled the mission 
to keep things well in hand, pay off the last part of a $2,500 lot and 
even add to the building fund. Accessions since Rev. Beck’s advent 
have been 10 with many good prospects in view. A church to seat 200 
will be built this year. Pledges totaling about $4,500 have been made 
for this purpose. Interest and attendance is good. 


TRINITY, Marshfield, organized 1923. Vacant. Rev. Nels K. 
Feddersen served this point until May Ist. Splendid progress has 
been made under his administration. Forty new members were added 
during the year and the indebtedness reduced. Provision has been 


made to improve and redecorate the parsonage. 


ST. MARK’S, Jefferson, organized 19238, Rev. Herman J. Schmid, 
pastor. Missionary Schmid is doing a consistant piece of work at 
Jefferson. The work is becoming less difficult and securing a foot-hold 
in the community. The Methodist Church in which services have been 


held has been purchased for $3,500. Rebuilding and renovating which 


is in progress now will cost an additional $4,000. This was made pos- 
sible by a small loan from the church extension funds. Nine acces- 


sions were added during the year. — 

ST. JOHN’S, Elkhorn, reorganized 1924, Rev. Frank O. Broe- 
sicke, pastor. Here too there was a long vacancy until a pastor could 
be secured. Rev. Broesicke took charge December 15th. Pastor and 


congregation are happy, progress is noted on every hand, church © 
grounds have been beautified and numerous repairs made on church 
building and garage. The organizations are active. A Junior Luther 


gueague has been added to the list and a Young Women’s Missionary 
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Society is contemplated. A class of fourteen was confirmed on Pente- 
cost. 


HOLY TRINITY, Kinet organized 1924, Rev. John F. Esh- 
baugh, pastor. This is our smallest congregation and worships in the 
Town Hall in Argonne. There is little chance for growth but the 
- small group is made up of some fine families. The missionary lives 
at Hiles where he also serves the little Hiles Community Church, the 
big end of the parish. The work at this point is progressing nicely. 
They have a fine new church dedicated a little over a year ago. The 
work is supported by the Light Brigades of the Women’s Missionary 
Society of the United Lutheran Church and had its inception in an 
old saloon which was notorious for its evil influence. 


PENTECOST, Milwaukee, organized 1924, Field Missionary Stump 


in charge. This mission developed slowly but steadily during the 
year. A fine Sunday School has been gathered and a fine class of 


people are interested most of them of the unchurched class. Very few 


members of other churches have been transferred. The chapel has been 
repainted inside and outside and chancel added. 
Regular monthly payments of $50 on principal and interest have 


‘been made. The four oldest churches in the city have been making 
monthly contributions of $25 each. This has helped the mission to pay — 
for the lots. Rev. Nels K. Feddersen became the first regular pastor 


May Ist. 


OUR SAVIOR’S, Fond du Lac,.organized 1925, Field Missionary 
Stecker in charge. Starting with a charter membership of 28 the con- 
gregation celebrated its first anniversary on January 24th with a mem- 
bership of 70 and the dedication of the basement unit of the new 
church. The improvements involve an investment of $27,000, the lots 
costing $12,000. Fifty-one new members have been added since the 
first of the year. The finances are in good shape and the congregation 
equipped for very aggressive work. The work of Field Missionary 
Stecker has received much favorable comment from the local press and 
is attracting a most desirable class of people. 


ST. JAMES’, Baraboo, Field Missionary Stump in charge. St. 
James’ was organized April 9, 1926 with 29 signers. The work was 
inaugurated with initial services Sunday November 22, 1925, in the 
K. of P. Hall. Later services were transferred to the Adventist Church. 
Dean Tilberg of Madison, formerly of Midland College preached regu- 
larly until May 1st when the Field Missionary took full charge. In- 
terest and attendance during this time was good in spite of the lack 
of proper field work. The congregation is taking the necessary steps 
to acquire the Ringling property, most en located, as the future 
home and site of the church. 


| REDEMPTION, Milwaukee, was launched March 5th by Rev. 
H. W. Saeger with nine members which has since grown to forty-five. 
The congregation worships in the old chapel of Advent Congregation 
on Island and Concordia Aves, now disbanded but formerly a member 
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of The Wartburg Synod. Some of the former members of Advent con- 
gregation are interested but most of the material comes from other 
sources. A canvass of the field reveals many unchurched Lutheran 


families. 


The past year has been a period of adjustment and readjustment 
in the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension of the United 
Lutheran Church. The work of this board will gradually be absorbed 
by the new Board of American Missions which is a merger of five 
Boards. A complete transfer of all work was supposed to have taken 
place January 1, 1926. This has not been possible. The situation has 


caused a feeling of some uncertainty: but it has in no way impeded the 


work. 


The following motion regarding expiring mortgages adopted 
by the Board of Home Missions and Church Extension at its meeting 


of April 15th, 1926, is significant and should be productive of much 


good in the further development of the work: 


“The Board of Home Missions and Church Extension is hereby 
requested to secure new notes and mortgages for all those that are 
outlawed by reason of the statute of limitations in the several states 
in which the property so mortgaged is situated that all notes and 
mortgages now due or that may hereafter become due may be renewed 
but the mortgager must make application in writing to said Board for 
the renewal thereof, when said Board may renew same upon such 
terms and conditions and at such rate of interest as it may deem just 


between the mortgager and the mortgagee and the General Secretary 


of said Board is hereby requested to notify the debtors of the maturity 
of the said notes and also when the interest on the same is due and 


the Treasurer is requested to collect the same.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF NORTHW ESTERN 
LUTHERAN THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


On May 27th the fifth year of our Seminary’s work was termin- 
ated. The passing years show more clearly that this is a work of 
God and not of man, and that His favor and blessing are upon it. 
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Your board of directors gratefully acknowledge that the Hand of God 
is providing for our Seminary and directing its ‘peemnese, and covets 
no credit for what has been accomplished. 


~The report of the faculty and the Seminary’s Treasurer present 
the items of greatest interest to the Church. The latter shows that 
while the yearly expense has been met, the bulk of support has been 
derived from the General Fund of Synod. This of necessity reduces 
the appropriations to other causes of the church. This unfortunate 
condition will be remedied when all of the congregations undertake in 
good faith to fulfill their adopted plans to provide the Seminary with 
_ separate and adequate income through the Equipment and Endowment 
Fund. Up to this time less than half of the congregations of Synod 
have opened their doors to the Seminary’s financial representative. In 
many cases local conditions account for the postponement of the can- 
vass, but whatever the cause the Seminary is deprived of its proper 


source of support, the other causes of the church suffer thereby, and. 


those who have and are contributing to this sustaining fund feel the 
inequality which a partial canvass imposes. 


Field Secretary, Dr M. J. Bieber, has couesiasieiie and untir- 
ingly labored whenever the opportunity has been afforded, but this 
fund should be completed as soon as possible, not only to provide an 
immediate and adequate income, but also to enable this able servant 
of the institution to devote himself fully to the more important work 

of securing young men to prepare for the gospel ministry.

REPORT OF THE FACULTY, NORTHWESTERN LUTHERAN 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 


May 27, 1926 
To the Board of Directors: 3d 
Dear Brethren: 


The fifth scholastic year of Northwestern Lutheran Theological : 


Seminary which is just coming to a close has been a happy and suc- 
cessful one. The student body enrolled this year was the largest in 
the history of the institution, and included 29 resident students; 
namely, twenty-five undergraduates, two special students, and two 
post-graduates. There was also one student in absentia. 


The spirit prevailing in the school has been very good. The Spe- 
cial Bulletin recently issued by the Seminary and made up entirely of 
contribution by the students, gives evidence of their loyalty to North- 
western Seminary. The professors and instructors have, as always, 
harmoniously co-operated with the president in the endeavor to make 
the Seminary as efficient and blessed an agency of the Church as pos- 
sible. Dr. Gerberding was granted permission to spend several months 
of the winter in the warmer climate of the south. Unfortunately he 
was taken ill when he was on the point of coming home, and had to 
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undergo an operation. We rejoice to be able to state that he has com- 


pletely recovered his health, and was able to do full service during the 
last term of school. An impromptu reception by faculty and students 
was held for Dr. and Mrs. Gerberding when they returned from the 
South. Apart from the illness of Dr. Gerberding the health of the fac- 
ulty has been good and the work in the class-rooms was carried on un- 
interruptedly during the year. The new Professor, Mr. Dressler, has 
taken vigorous hold of his new work, and has endeared himself to 
faculty and students by his amiable disposition, his sean aig unassum- 
ing ways, and his Christian spirit. 


In accordance with the request of the Executive committee the 
faculty made arrangements for the celebration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of Dr. Gerberding’s ordination and his thirty-second anniversary 
as a professor. The banquet in his honor was given last evening. 

The following persons, having completed the required courses, 
are recommended for graduation: Dwight L. Miley, Carl F. Schneider, 
and Dwight H. Shelhart. Mr. Shelhart, possessing the degree of A. B., 
and having completed the Standard Theological Course with the re- 
quired average grade is recommended for the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity. 


Mr. Bersvend Blikstad of ae Class of 1924, having completed 


the course prescribed with the requisite grades, and being now about to _ 


receive the degree of A. B. from Concordia College, Moorhead, Minn., 
is recommended for the degree of Bachelor of Divinity. | 


Rev. A. C. P. Hays, having completed a prescribed course of post- 
graduate study in the seminary, and being by previous action of the 
Board entitled to the degree of Master of Sacred Theology as soon as 
he hands in a satisfactory thesis, has now completed and handed in 
his thesis. It is recommended that the degree of Master of Sacred 
Theology be conferred upon him at this commencement. 

The following persons, having completed the required number of 
units in the Corpespondence Course of the Seminary are recommended 


for degrees: 
- Rev. Theodore V. Moldenke, B. Th., of Spring Gardens, Long Is- 


land, N. Y. for the degree of Master of Sacred Theology. 


Rev. George C. Koehler of Great Falls, Montana, for the degree of 
Bachelor of Sacred Theology. 

It will be of interest to the Board to learn that Dr. Gerberding’s 
book “Lutheran Fundamentals” has met a very favorable reception 
and a large sale, and that the President of the seminary has completed 
a system of Dogmatics, which he has entitled “The Christian Faith,” 
and which he hopes will be published in the fall. 

The internal needs of the Seminary to a certain extent grow with 
its outward prosperity. The increase in the number of students, and 
the fact that these students inevitably differ not only in natural ability 
but in their preliminary training, necessitates the addition of certain 


- subjects to the curriculum, notably in the department of philosophy 


and of New Testament Exegesis. In order to make possible the ad- 
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dition deemed needful the faculty is unanimously of the opinion that 
our instructor, Rev. A. C. P. Hays, whose ability as a scholar and a 
teacher is constantly increasing, should be engaged to carry a full 
share in the work of the seminary, instead of teaching only one hour a 
day as hitherto. For this reason the faculty unanimously recommends 
that Mr. Hays be elected as full instructor for the coming year at a 
salary which will be sufficient to enable him to give full time to his 
work in the seminary. It is proposed that he be named Instructor in 
the department of New Testament Exegesis. Mr. Hays is a proficient 
Greek scholar, and is, we believe, well fitted for the work. 

As we look back over the past year we view with gratitude the 
many evidences of the divine favor and blessing; and as we look for- 
ward into the future we pray that God’s continued benediction may 
rest upon our labors in His cause.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON “STUDENTS FOR THE 
MINISTRY” 
Your committee on students for the ministry begs to present the 


following report: 
A questionaire addressed to the pastors in the Synod elicited the | 


following information. 

a. Thirty-five out of the 82 congregations in Synod held “Fathers 
and Son” suppe n increase of two over last year. 

b. Thirty-nine congregations report 98 boys and young men with 


the ministry now in view. This is an increase of two congregations 


and 13 young men for the ministry, over last year’s report. 

ce. Six congregations, in addition, report 9 boys who are con- 
sidering the ministry but have not definitely decided. 

d. Thirteen congregations in Synod have during its 35 years 
history produced 18 men for the ministry, and only 6 were sent forth 
during its first 830 years. Those congregations are: 

Trinity, Church’s Ferry, N. D. 1; Trinity, Lindstrom 1; St. 
John’s, Oshkosh 1; Salem, Minneapolis 1; St. Mark’s, Fargo 1; Luther 


_ Memorial, Madison 3; Holy Trinity, Minneapolis 1; St. John’s, Min- 


neapolis 1; Holy Communion, Racine 1; St. Paul’s, Neenah 1; Lake 
Park, Milwaukee 2; First English, Winnipeg 2; Redeemer, Milwaukee 


our Synod today. 
e. In addition, 7 congregations have 9 sadents at Northwestern 


in training for the ministry: 

Trinity, New London 1; Faith, St. Paul 1; nbuiiiaiiite Racine 1; 
Holy Communion Racine 2; Holy Trinity, Minneapolis 2; Salem, 
Minneapolis 1; Lake Park, Milwaukee 1. 

These congregations have placed themselves on the honor roll. 
They have directly obeyed our Lord’s command. May we not pray 
that God may honor all our congregations by sending forth laborers 
from among them into his Vineyard? In a sense a congregation is 
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barren that, after a certain number of years, does not produce men 
for the ministry. 

The mother English congregation in the Northwest, St. John’s, 
Minneapolis has sent to the committee a group picture of five young 
men with the ministry in view. 

Your committee is cooperating in every way possible with the 
Lutheran Laymen’s Movement in its laudable, timely and very efficient © 
service in financially assisting worthy young men through College and 
the Seminary. An increasing number of our own young men are 
being assisted by this movement. May not also our Brotherhoods, and 
our Luther Leagues or our Congregations as a whole offer their moral 
and financial encouragement and assistance to young men in’ their 
midst, contemplating the ministry? 

May we not hope and pray that next year’s report will show that 
100% of our congregaticns are in some way doing something to secure 
men for the Christian Ministry.

Dr. Bieber read the 
REPORT ON THE COMMITTEE ON BOY’S WORK 


~ The chairman on the committee on boy’s work begs to present the 
activities in the three conferences as reported by the various chair- 
men. Dr. N. J. G. Wickey of the Western Conference, Rev. R. H. 
Gerberding of the Central Conference, and Rev. B. J. Stecker of the 
Wisconsin Conference. 
In the Western Conference distances prevent any co-operative 
efforts within the conference. However, Father and Sons Banquets 
were held in all the congregations except two with the chairman of 
the Synodical Committee on boy’s work as the chief speaker. The plan 
worked well with excellent results. The Pastor of St. Mark’s, fostered 
a baseball team which won the City Championship among the older 
boys of the various church schools of the City. No doubt similar 
activities obtained in the other conference congregations. 
; The Central Committee reports that it is too widely scattered to 
meet or plan together. However, with the co-operation of the Pres- 
ident of the Conference two available camp sites ideally located near 
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the Twin Cities with excellent equipment, were made available, but 
though letters were sent out to all the Pastors, no boys were forthcom- 
ing. The Conference Brotherhood at one of its meetings raised $255 
for such a purpose, but its Executive Committee postponed the matter 
until next year. There are, however, boys activities in most of the 
congregations. 

The chairman of the Wisconsin Conference Committee heard from 
nine of the thirty-two pastors, regarding their boys’ work. These re- 
ported some scout and Luther League movements. However, a vigor- 
ous camp of two weeks duration is held each summer at Minnikanni 
at Lake Amy Belle under the direction of the Rev. J. F. Fedders of 
Lake Park Church, Milwaukee assisted by some of the pastors. 110 
boys were enrolled last year. Several cabins were erected by inter- 


ested Lutheran Brotherhoods and individuals and a public Sunday pro- 


gram at the camp witnessed to over 800 parents and friends present. 
An even larger attendance of boys during the fortnight and at the 
Sunday program on July 4th is expected. The men’s federation of 
Milwaukee and vicinity and the local Inner Mission Society are foster- 
ing this camp. Other camps in various parts of the gonterence are at- 


tended by Lutheran boys. 


Since the U. L. C. has adopted the Sabine League : as its official 
young peoples’ organization and since boy’s work rightly belongs to 
the young peoples’ organization of the church and since the Luther 
League offers a definite program for the teen age the executive board 
of the United Lutheran Church has decided to abolish the U. L. C. com- 
mittee on boy’s work, hand its duties over to the Luther League. 


| At a meeting of the Executive Board of the U. L. C. on May 13th, 
1926 the following action was taken relative to the Luther League and 
Scout activities. 


a. That the Luther League be permitted to promote scouting in 
our churches including a definite program on —— education | 
adopted by the leagues for the teen age. __ 


b. That the secretary of the intermediate dtinatanai of the 
Luther League be permitted to become a member of the committee on 
Boy Scout relations among Protestant churches. 

Therefore, the following recommendations are hereby submitted: 

1. That the boy’s work committee be abolished, and that its 
duties and activities be given over to the Luther League Committee. 

2. That each pastor cooperate 100% with the Luther League pro- 
gram:

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INNER MISSIONS | 


~The conception of Inner Missions has materially changed in recent 
years. For years it was regarded merely as institutional work either 
under the control of a particular Synod or of inter-synodical societies, 
but its proper conception as a matter which should concern every in- 
dividual congregation is coming more and more into the foreground. 
Many of the congregations of our Synod are actively interested 
in various phases of Inner Mission work. Some are taking a leading 
part in inter-synodical work, especially in the twin cities of Minne- 
apolis and St. Paul and in Milwaukee. While institutional work in its 
various departments, as childs’ welfare, deaconess work, care for the 
aged and infirm and other special inner mission features will always 


be of great importance, there is much other work equally important 


which is still very much neglected in many places, although a begin- 
ning has been made in different places where special attention has been 
called to it. A number of congregations have been aroused so that in- 
tensive inner mission work is being done among the unchurched, and 
lapsed members are being reclaimed. A lack of spirituality on the part 
of many nominal Lutherans prevent greater progress. | 


While there is considerable progress along the line of religious ed- 
ucation there is still much lacking, although many children are re- 
ceiving religious knowledge which were formerly entirely neglected, 
showing a keener interest in religious training for the masses. 


Every church member should be a worker earnestly interested in 
bettering his or her community by endeavoring to bring old and 
young who seem to care not for religion, into touch with the Gospel, 
by helping the “down and out” to realize that they have something to 
live for. | 

‘During the month of May the National Inner Mission Conference 
held its fifth annual convention on the territory of our Synod in the 
city of Minneapolis was an enthusiastic convention and was said to be 
the best held so far. Practically every phase of Inner Mission activi- 
ty was discussed. The papers read were all of a very high order. The 
executive secretary of the Inner Mission Society of Minnesota, a mem- 
ber of the U. L. C. and now also of this body, was one of the leading 


factors in the convention, The training of parentless or homeless chil- 


dren in Christian homes rather than in institutions was stressed. 
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The importance of aggressive Inner Mission work was never more 
evident than it is today, and every congregation should be an active 


Inner Mission center for the benefit of the community. It should be 


interested in the poor and helpless and give spiritual as well as § bodily 
aid without distinction. 

It is the hope of your committee that every ieensaien become 
more and more aggressive in this line. That every pastor preach 
every year a special Inner Mission sermon and time and again call at- 
tention to the importance that all the members, as far as possible be 
evangelists in trying to uplift and help the needy and encourage the 
despondent. He should encourage the young women to become deacon- 
esses so as to be able to be better prepared to work for the wearers of 
humanity. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction that the Inner Mission Society 
of Minnesota has secured a most efficient Executive Secretary in the 
That work 
had suffered materially for want of a directing hand, after the retire-_ 
ment of the Rev. F. A. Schaffnit who had so efficiently directed the 
several factors of the Inner Mission Society of Minneapolis. The 
Rev. Hering has succeeded in untangling the snarl, and the — 
for greater things are very evident. 

Your committee would also note a new enterprise in an Inner Mis- 
sion work which had been contemplated for many years in Minneapolis, 
but was developed by Pastor Schaffnit after his retirement from the 
Inner Mission society. It is a Christian home for men who come into 
the city for work. It is called “Wartburg Hospice,” located only three 
blocks from the Inner Mission headquarters, with which it is at all 
times ready to cooperate. The house has 110 rooms for men, besides 
using the first floor as a hospice or Christian inn for transients (men 
or women) providing room and board at a reasonable rate. _ 


Your committee would hereby express the earnest hope that the — 
recommendations expressed by the last two conventions of Synod be 


taken seriously by all the Conferences and all the pastors.

The work of the committee has in a large measure been taken 
over by the Seven Year Program Committee. From now on its work 
will practically be limited to the preparation of the annual budget. 

During the year fifty-four congregations have increased their 
gifts to the General Fund, while twenty-one congregations show a de- 
crease. Last year six congregations paid nothing to the General Fund. 


This number has been reduced to four for the present year. Last year 


forty-seven Sunday Schools made payments to the General Fund. The 
corresponding figure for this year is fifty-four, an increase of seven. 
‘Of this number twenty-four have made increases over last year and 
twenty-three have made decreases. .

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LUTHERAN STUDENTS IN 
NON-LUTHERAN INSTITUTIONS 


Your committee, last year, endeavored to stress the importance 
of this work — Lutheran students, but we wonder how much 
our congregations educational centers have been affected. Are 

these synodical reports read by the masses of our people? It is to be 
hoped that these matters, of vital importance for the future welfare 
and preservation of the Church and the Faith, will be given more 
attention. 


Let us hear a few words from some men in sadliiintey. 


Just before his death, Dr. E. DeWitt Burton, President of the 
University of Chicago said;—“In the last two weeks I have seen more 
clearly than ever before in thirty years what this University ought to 
be and may become. The moral and religious life of the University 
is more central and important than I have ever before realized it to 
be’’. 


_* President Farrand of Cornell writes: “Learning alone is not the 


object of a university education. * * * We must recognize that 
there is a problem of morals, a problem of ideals which is far more 
difficult of solution than that of providing technical information. 


Unless our men go out not only with technical information but with 


acquired habits of true character and manhood, our training has 
missed its goal’. 


President Angell of Yale adds: “Our universities inviaieiit the 
country are giving deep thought to the question of affording to the 
student body the opportunity for religious teaching and the develop- 
ment of religious thought. * * * The spiritual atmosphere of an 
institution depends in large part on the direct influence of the mem- 
bers of the faculty in their teaching, in their personal lives, in their 
relation to individual students”. 


We rejoice that the heads of our great universities are beginning 


to realize the place of religion in the education of the nation. 


The work of our student pastors is of vital importance, for also 
much of the religion given to the students is a code of morals not based 
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on repentance or regeneration, and lacking in spirituality. It is a 
modern form of Phariseeism. 

Luther Memorial at Madison, Wis., takes the lead in this oak 
under the experienced hand of Dr. Soldan. At the opening of the fall 
semester a reception is given to reach as many as possible of the new 
students. Varied programs are held during the year, parties, picnics, 
hikes ete. The church is open at all times to the students, being 
located across from the campus. Every Sunday evening the students 
and young people are addressed by one of the University professors 
or an out of town Lutheran pastor; after a cost-supper and social 
hour. These meetings draw an average of 100 or more students. The 
morning services are also well attended by the student body. 


Lake Park, Milwaukee, under Pastor Fedders, is caring for the 
students in the State N ormal. An opening social, two student mixers, 
Luther League activities and special speakers, — to keep the 
students faithful to their church. 


Redeemer, Milwaukee, has been Aooking after ie students i. 
Marquette University. Visits were paid to them in their rooms and 
they were given the use of the Parish house for their club meetings. 


The students at Carroll College, Waukesha, Wis., were visited 
personally by Pastor Fritz. Tracts were distributed and invitations to 
attend the services were extended. There is a student organization 
and the new church will be a great advantage in reaching and noneng 
the Lutheran student body. 


Pastor Schreckenberg is doing a commendable work at Siweende 
College, Appleton, Wis., where he has organized a Luther Club with 


40 members which meets every two weeks. Through the influence of 


this club Dr. Soldan and ‘others have addressed the entire student 
body at chapel. 


Pastor Doering of Platteville, Wis., repoets 40 students in the 
State Normal and 10 in the School of Mines with a Lutheran Students 


_ Ass’n. Five social meetings held during the year and 6 study classes 


during Lent. Nearly all of these students attend the church. One 
teaches in week-day church school, two in Sunday School, three are in 
the choir, and several are active in the Luther League. Homes and 


' work have been found for students, if they needed such help and re- 


commendations have been given to several upon graduation. 

From Minnesota comes the statement that the University numbers 
15,000 students including the Agricultural School. About 9,000 of 
these are Lutherans and are being cared for by the student pastors 
Wendell of the Augustana and Thorp of the United Norwegian 
churches. Your committee has received no report from the ed 
Normals and other non Lutheran schools. 

In all of our large cities special work should be done in canvassing 
the Business Colleges and similar institutions; but the pastors seem 
to be too busy to devote the time to these erent: who also need their 
spiritual care. |

In North Dakota, Dr. Wickey is doing what he can at the Agri- 
cultural College, and a hospice for young women has recently 
been purchased near the college which we hope will prove quite a 
factor in preserving the faith of some of our Lutheran young women. 

- At the University at Grand Forks our Lutheran enrollment is 
some 400 out of a total of 1500. For some time our student pastor 
there, Dr. Haupt, has been interested in the organization of the Luther 
_ Foundation which has been accomplished, and a very desirable site of 
four and a half acres on the avenue across from the President’s home 
has been secured for erection of dormatories and lecture rooms for 
our Lutheran students. The students themselves have become quite 
enthusiastic over the matter, and the alumni have expressed them- 
- selves in most favorable terms. We believe there should be a Luther 
Foundation in connection with every State Institution of learning, 
where our Lutheran students gather in any number, where special 
classes can be held in religious courses, for which our State University 
of North Dakota is willing to give credits. | 

There is a successful Student Association, but with 7 Lutheran 
churches bidding for the student body it makes the work somewhat 
complicated. We have no report on the Normals of North Dakota or 
of the institutions of Montana except to say that the pastor of the 
Swedish Lutheran church of Missoula is working under Rev. Harry, 
in part, to care for the students of that State University.

REPORT OF THE SEVEN YEAR PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


| At the last convention of Synod resolutions, having for their ob- 
ject the five-fold increase of all benevolence during the period 1925—— 
1932, were adopted. A committee known as the Seven Year Program 
Committee, composed of eighteen members, was appointed by the pres-_ 
ident and charged with the duty of working with the rest of Synod for 
the accomplishment of this goal. 

When Synod adopted these resolutions it was with the sincere 
prayer that God would bless us in working for their realization. It 
is in the same spirit of prayer that the committee has begun its task. 
It is conscious of the magnitude of this task. It realizes that all con- 
gregational and synodical progress is in very large measure dependent 
upon the sums of money available for the prosecution of our work. 
It is also conscious of its absolute reliance upon God who alone can 
crown its work with success. With a continuance of the fine spirit of 
cooperation which our pastors and church councils and membership 
have accorded the committee during the past year, big things are pos- 
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sible in the years to come. Our sole object is to serve our Lord and 
His Church. May we not have the help of your prayers in this com- 
mon task? 

The committee has divided its work into two parts. First, the in- 
crease of our membership, and second, the increase of our benev- 
olences. The increase of our membership is of vital importance to the 


individual congregation, as well asto Synod. To bring souls into living 


communion with our Lord Jesus Christ in His Church is the object of 
all our work. Without a stressing of this object all other objects 
must fail. The second object is also of tremendous importance since 
the success of the first depends in large measure upon the results of 
the second. Without adequate sums of money at home and abroad the 
work of bringing souls into the kingdom lags. 

Each membér of the committee has agreed to stain | two days a 
month for eight months a year during the period of their service. 
One day a month the committee meets for the purpose of praying and 
planning its work, and another day each month is spent in cooperation 
with pastors and church councils and congregations. With very few 
exceptions the members of the committee have lived up to this agree- 
ment, and many of them have given much more than two days a 
month. It is only natural that this first year has been spent largely 
in organizing and planning the work. During the coming year it is 
hoped that much more may be accomplished. 

In addition to the contact between the committee and the congre- 
gations of Synod the following activities may be mentioned. 

1. Graphs have been prepared which set forth membership and 
financial statistics of all congregations from the year 1904, or from the 


year of organization, to the present time. These graphs are exhibited 


at this convention and your inspection of them is invited. Any con- 
gregation desiring a copy of its graph may secure one upon request. 

2. Early in March regional meetings were held in various centers 
of Synod, which we hope were productive of some good. The cordial 
attitude of our pastors to these gatherings has encouraged the com- 
mittee to plan similar meetings in the future. 

8. Your committee had charge of the of 
1925 and can report the following results: Pledges for Current Ex- 


_ pense totaled $211,344.00, for Benevolence $61,707.00. Fifteen congre- 


gations failed to report. Plans are under preparation for the 1926 
canvass, which we hope will prove more successful than any previous 


4. Considerable time has been given by your committee to the 


study of tithing. This method of financing the Church is in con- 


formity with the Word of God, and seems to be engaging the attention 
of many throughout Synod. A number of Storehouse Tithers’ Associa- 
tions have been organized in Synod during recent months. If tithing 
could be introduced in our congregations to some appreciable extent 
all our financial problems would be solved. At the request of our com- 
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mittee tithing has been made the subject of discussion at the Laymen’s 
Banquet in connection with this meeting of Synod. 

) Your committee would respectfully recommend that Synod request 
the conferences to set aside at least one session at their fall meetings 
for the discussion of the Seven Year Program.

_ REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND CHURCH 
SCHOOLS | 


The interest in this department is growing with each synodical 
year. A survey of the Parish School situation was made by Dr. 
C. H. B. Lewis, Regional Secretary, and his report shows that our 
Synod is holding its own with other Synods on his territory. He 
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covered a large number of churches in the Central and Western Con- 
ferences during a fall itinerary. 

Dr. Wickey served as dean of the Fargo-Moorhead Lutheran 
Training School for Religious workers. Three other pastors, repre- 
senting these Lutheran bodies serve as instructors. A two year course 
was planned with the granting of a diploma for the successful com- 


a pletion of outlined work. An enrollment of 75 was reported. Dr. 
- Lewis addressed 450 at the morning service, 40 teachers in the after- 


noon, and 300 in the evening. 


- The Central Conference reported 5 congregational training classes 
for their teachers. A general institute was held in the Seminary with 
Dr. Lewis as leader. These training classes and conferences were 
well attended. Successful Vacation Bible Schools were conducted. 
Holy Trinity, Minneapolis conducted the largest Daily Vacation Bible 
School in the city. Weekday schools are planned for the Fall and a 
Sunday-School Institute will also be organized. ‘ 


The churches of Beloit, Janesville, Elkhorn and Jefferson held pe 
Sunday-School Institute in October and November, meeting in these 
churches in turn. The afternoon sessions were devoted to demonstra- 
tions and discussions. The evening subjects were of an inspirational 
character. The total attendance averaged 99% of the total members 
of teachers and officers. A spring-time institute was held recently and 
another series of meetings will be held in the autumn months. 

In addition to personal participation at institutes, Sunday-School 
Rallies and Conventions, your chairman has conducted an extensive 
correspondence with pastors in regard to Sunday School and week-day 


school problems. A service of installation for teachers and officers of 
the Sunday-school, prepared by the sainted Pastor F. E. Cooper, was

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
OF THE SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST 


The first Bi-ennial Convention of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of the English Ev. Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, was held in Holy 
Trinity Church, St. Paul, Minn. September 22-23, 1925. Rev. D. E. 
Bosserman, Pastor. 

There were present Six Officers, Twelve Department Soicchihade 
Three Conference Presidents and Thirteen Delegates. 

The convention was honored by the presence of Miss Frida Nilsen, 
Missionary from Japan, and Mrs. C. E. Gardner, the General Thank- 
Offering Secretary. 

This being the first regular convention much time was given to the 
framing and final adoption of the constitution. 


The following recommendations were adopted, 


1, The President of every society which does not have a Light © 
Brigade is asked to present the following resolution at her next meet-_ 


ing: 
Inasmuch as such a large share of responsibility for the Mission- 
ary training of the children has been committed to the Women’s Mis- 
sionary Society, 

| Be it resolved, that our Society accepts its share of the responsi- 


bility by organizing a Light Brigade and appointing a superintendent 


to have charge of the work. 


2. As 1926 is young women’s year, be it resolved that the Presi- 
dent of each Congregational Society urge the organization of Young 
Women’s Missionary Societies. 


8.~ Resolved, that a Life Membership be taken out by the Synodi- 
cal Society for Mrs. Carl N. Hill in appreciation of her work during 
che formative period of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod 
of the Northwest. 


4. Resolved, that Miss Faith Lippard and Miss Amy acai Mis- 
-sionaries to Japan, be supported in part or wholly from a fund to be 
established and divided equally between the two Missionaries. This 
is to be our “special.” 


5. Resolved, that the Synodical Society furnish the Dining Room 
at the new Konnarock Training School in Virginia to cost approxi- 
mately $500.00 exclusive of silver and china, by selling shares at 
$10.00 a share. 


6. Resolved, that the Western Conference be seimnithed to re- 
organize its work into an Eastern and Western district to be know as 
group A and group B respectively with a full staff of officers and de- 
partment secretaries, reporting through the Synodical Society in order 
that the work in this extensive territory may be done in a more effec- 
tive manner:
